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Hitler Used Vatican “Listening 
Post,’ Too, POAU Reminds U. S. 


Nazi Germany profited greatly from its diplomatic relations with the Vatican 
during World II, Glenn L. Archer, POAU executive director, pointed out recently 
ina wire to President Truman. He urged the President to “end, once and for all, 
the 10-year anomaly of semi-official diplomatic relations with the Vatican.” If the 
Holy See’s value as a “listening post” were considered on its merits, Archer ob- 
srved, we would keep in mind the fact that Adolf Hitler “was informed by Vati- 
can sources in August, 1942, of Allied plans for the invasion of North Africa, 
among other things.” In this statement, he alluded to the following story, which 
appeared in the New York Times on June 21, 1946: 
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“silence” on the question, Archer de- 
clared that POAU’s determined opposi- 
tion to any kind of diplomatic recogni- 
tion of the Vatican is shared by “all 
Americans who adhere to our constitu- 
tional guarantee of freedom for all re- 
ligions and special privilege for none.” 





“We affirm that the principle of 
separation of church and state 
must continue stringently to be 
observed in our America. How- 
ever, we also affirm that all of us 
—of any religion—have the right 
to urge, but never to coerce or even 
attempt to compel others to be- 
lieve as we believe, to persuade 
others to see issues as we see them, 
to worship as we worship. 

“We entertain the highest es- 
teem for all those who seek adher- 
ents openly to their understanding 
of the Word of God. The impor- 
tant thing is: Let the Word of God 
be sought out.”—Rabbi Nelson 
Glueck, on America’s Town Meet- 
ing of the Air.

SPAIN, HUNGARY 
OPPRESS MASONS 


The governments of Franco Spain 
and Communist Hungary both see in 
world Freemasonry a “subversive con- 
spiracy” aimed at the very existence of 
their totalitarian regimes. Arriba, offi- 
cial publication of the Falange (fascist) 
party in Spain, has been carrying a se- 
ries of articles which make a wholesale 
attack on the Masonic order, and the 
Hungarian government—not to be out- 
done by its arch-enemy, Francisco 
Franco—has recently ordered all Ma- 
sonic lodges in the Communist country 
to disband. 

The Arriba articles, written under the 
pseudonym of “J. Boor,” charge the 
Masons with being “subversive” in poli- 
tics, “blasphemous” in religion, and 
“anti-Catholic” in general. Not content 
with this, the anonymous writer also 
smears widely divergent persons and 
groups as “tools” of the Masons—in- 
cluding various monarchists and pre- 
tenders to the Spanish throne, as well 
as supposedly “Moscow-dominated” fig- 
ures like Trygve Lie, secretary general 
of the United Nations. 

An unnamed American is also used as 
a whipping-boy in the diatribe. This 
American, says “J. Boor,” was a pro- 
moter of the UN in San Francisco, “an 
opportunistic Mason” who “collected in 
gold from the Spanish Reds for his ac- 
tivity against our nation.” The trans- 
parent purpose of the series of articles 
is to discredit all groups which are in 
any way considered a threat to the 
shaky fascist dictatorship of Francisco

But “J. Boor’s” charges seem almost 
weak in comparison with an utterance 
made recently by the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Teruel. According to Arriba, 
the bishop said that Zionism, Freema- 
sonry and Communism have all “allied 
themselves with the meretricious one 
who is seated on the crimson beast.”

Three other speakers discussed the issues with him—the Rev. Paul J. Folino, minister of the First Congregationg 
Church of Avon Lake and member of the steering committee of the Cleveland POAU chapter; Frank Celeste, member ¢ 
the Lakewood Methodist Church, attorney and acting president of the chapter; and Ellis R. Diehm, prominent Seventh-dy 


Adventist and trial lawyer of note. 


The broadcast marked the climax of 
the executive director’s latest speaking 
and organizational tour, and followed 
by a few days a Cleveland Chapter meet- 
ing at which Archer formally presented 
a POAU charter to Herman A. Polack, 
acting secretary of the unit and brother 
of the late Dr. W. G. Polack of St. 
Louis, distinguished Lutheran editor and 
teacher. During the executive director’s 
stay, the Cleveland Chapter also took 
the significant step of setting its sights 
on raising a definite financial quota, in 
order to bring in maximum support for 


the national office of POAU. 
TENNESSEE UNITS 


In other parts of the country—most 
recently, in Tennessee, California and 
New York State—new POAU steering 
committees or local units have been set 
up following mass meetings which were 
addressed by the executive director.

Action by POAU leaders and othe 
groups opposed to the use of publ 
funds by sectarian institutions has » 
sulted in the tabling of S. 1453, a litth 
noticed bill providing for federal aid} 
medical schools which was being eq, 
sidered by the House Committee on } 
terstate and Foreign Commerce after ly 
ing passed by the Senate. The bill woul 
have authorized federal contributions ¢ 
up to 40 per cent of the operating cos 
and 50 per cent of the new constructin 
and equipment costs of medical schock 
operated by sectarian groups, as well x 
non-sectarian medical schools. 

Attention was first called to the bil 
by an article in the Washington h 
ligious Review, which expressed su. 
prise that a bill with sectarian implics 
tions had received such scant notice. | 
did not continue to be neglected afte 
this, however. Dr. Joseph M. Dawson 
POAU recording secretary and execy 
tive director of the Baptist Joint Com 
mittee on Public Affairs, saw to it thi 
members of the House committee wer 
informed of the sentiments of American 
who believe in religious liberty. He é& 
clared: 

“We are entering our solemn proted 
against any infringements of the Co 
stitution which grant public funds 
private or church institutions. If we ca 
not stop them in Congress, we shall » 
peal to the highest courts to achieve ow 
rights. 

“We intend to fight the expenditur 
of public funds for sectarian hospitth 
under the Hill-Burton Act, just as # 
fight against appropriations for sectaria 
schools. . .. We are not asking the Gor 
ernment for one single dime under ai 
circumstances at any time for any inst 
tution. Ours is the cause of freedom.”

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Three-Volume Stokes 
Book Widely-Heralded 


The extraordinary interest which has 
been manifested by major newspapers 
and periodicals in Dr. Anson Phelps 
Stokes’ newly-published work, Church 
and State in the United States, is an ex- 
cellent indication that America is awak- 
ening to the problems involved in cur- 
rent church-state relationships. Consist- 
ing of three volumes averaging a thou- 
sand pages each, the book is a mine of 
information on many phases of the 

roblem, and is packed with source ma- 
terial. It may be ordered from Harper 
and Brothers, the publisher, for $25.00. 
The author is a former secretary of Yale 
University, and was canon of Washing- 
ton Cathedral for many years. 

Even before publication of Dr. Stokes’ 
prodigious work, the number of new 
hooks on church-state relations had been 
growing impressively. The following 
represent only a small portion of the list: 
Alvin W. Johnson’s and Frank H. Yost’s 
Separation of Church and State in the 
United States (University of Minnesota 
Press), Joseph M. Dawson’s Separate 
Church and State Now (Richard R.

The Vatican in World Politics (Gaer), 
and R. Freeman Butts’ The American 
Tradition in Religion and Education. 
POAU is proud to have contributed 
to this general awakening.

No Public Funds Wanted 
By Indiana Methodists 


Resolutions adopted by the 119th In- 
diana Conference of the Methodist 
Church, meeting recently in Blooming- 
ton, opposed acceptance of federal funds 
by any of the church’s institutions, 
whether for hospitals, parochial schools, 
medical schools or anything else. In par- 
ticular, the Conference recorded its op- 
position to acceptance of public funds 
by the board of trustees of the Metho- 
dist hospital in Indianapolis. It also in- 
dicated that the proposed national Pub- 
lic Health Service Act, S. 1453, would 
be unacceptable to Methodists unless it 
were amended to eliminate grants of 
funds to sectarian medical and nurse- 
training schools.

Priest Challenges 
Guardianship Ruling 


Rejecting a protest by the Rt. Rev. 
William T. Bradley, director of Roman 
Catholic charities at Santa Fe, N. M., 
District Judge David W. Carmody has 
granted the petition of a non-Catholic, 
Dr. Sidney Auerbach, for the adoption 
of a six-year-old boy who had been 
reared as a Catholic. Dr. Auerbach’s 
adoption of the boy was to be with the 
consent of the boy’s father, Judge Car- 
mody pointed out, and the boy was to 
be reared by Dr. Auerbach in “complete 
religious freedom” with the right to de- 
cide for himself at maturity what re- 
ligion he will embrace. 


Interestingly enough, Monsignor 
Bradley, in opposing the court order, 
used the argument that children should 
be placed in homes of the same religious 
belief as that into which they were 4 
This is in sharp contrast to the attitude 
of Roman Catholic authorities who in-, 
tervened in New York’s Choolokian case 
(Church and State Newsletter, April, 
1950) to deprive a parent of Armenian 
Orthodox faith of the right to determine 
the religious upbringing of his own chil- 
dren. Leaders of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy are bewilderingly flexible in 
the statement of their doctrines! 


CHILD WELFARE CLAUSE 
IN SECURITY BILL HIT 


A proposed amendment to the federal 
Social Security Act providing for ad- 
ministration of child welfare services 
through “the facilities and experience of 
voluntary agencies” has been protested 
by the Religious Liberty Association, 
which contends that the clause would 
benefit sectarian institutions which are 
“nothing less than parochial schools in 
which the children are taught and 
trained in the religious tenets of the par- 
ticular denomination, either Catholic, 
Protestant or Jewish.” C. S. Longacre, 
associate editor of Liberty magazine, 
made the group’s stand known in a let- 
ter to Senator Walter F. George, chair- 
man of the Senate Finance Committee. 
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Freedom a ‘Fetish,” Says 
Georgetown University Head 


The “sacred fetish of academic freedom” was declared to be “the soft under- 
belly of our American way of life” by the Very Rev. Hunter Guthrie, S.J., in his 
commencement address to the June, 1950 graduating class of Georgetown Univer- 
sity, Washington, D. C. Father Guthrie is president of the institution, which trains 
many students in its School of Foreign Service for important posts with the U. S. 
State Department. As a remedy for America’s debilitating addiction to freedom, 
he proposed that it be “armorplated by some sensible limitation” in order to secure 


the Nation “from fatal consequences.” 


During the same week, President 
James Bryant Conant of Harvard Uni- 
versity also delivered a commencement 
address to the graduating class at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. In his turn, he drew at- 
tention to what he deemed a growing 
menace to the American way of life— 
the activities of “zealous proponents of 
religious schools” who “miss no oppor- 
tunity of attacking secular schools and 
‘colleges.” Under our democratic system, 
he emphasized, public institutions, and 
particularly tax-supported schools, must, 
by their very nature, be secular, while 
full freedom must be accorded to pri- 
vate and religious groups to maintain 
their own schools. He denounced as “a 
fallacious line of argumentation” the 
reasoning which would “equate secular 
with Godless and then Godless with im- 
moral, or at least amoral.” 


Washington Post Comments 


The Guthrie address was the subject 
of a subsequent editorial in the Wash- 
ington Post. Examining the Jesuit lead- 
er’s contention that “The true and the 
good are the natural limitations of free- 
dom,” the newspaper declared: 

“All that remains, then, is to deter- 
mine what is the true and the good. 
Father Guthrie must be aware that there 





are honest, if mistaken, differences of 
opinion in this area. History suggests 
that these differences cannot be resolved 
by dogma. It is now widely acknowl- 
edged that the earth revolves about the 
sun, although in 1616 the ideas of 
Copernicus were denounced as danger- 
ous to faith, and Galileo, summoned to 
Rome and tried by the Inquisition for 
teaching these ideas, was forced to ab- 
jure them. The theory of genetics 
preached recently in Moscow by Trofim 
Lysenko may have merit; but something 
more than the establishment of it as the 
true and the good by the Politburo will 
be necessary before it can win the ac- 
ceptance of free minds.”

The Nation has been banned from 
New York City public school libraries 
for the third successive year. Freda 
Kirchwey, editor, will appeal to the 
courts for revocation of the ban, which 
was originally imposed after the maga- 
zine published Paul Blanshard’s articles 
on the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 

Another case of alleged censorship— 
the dropping of Mark Twain’s Connecti- 
cut Yankee in King Arthur’s Court from 
the approved public school list—has 
never been openly discussed. 
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
